Duncan, of Caine’s 
district, of (lus county, published in The Bail 
Ground Independent, was this day, in Dun- 
can’s own district, refuted and proven false 
by a cloud of witnesses who were comrades of 
Colone! Winn inthe Twenty-Fourth Georgia 
gegiment. 

THE ANSWER COMES. 

Colonel Winn had not seen the charge until 
he arrived at Duncan’s creek picnic, where he 
had an appointment to speak today. During 
his address he read the charges to the audience, 
and stated thathe would not reply to itif 
there were any of his comrades present, and 
he thereupen asked: ; 

“J/ there are any of the boys of the Twenty- 
Fourth Georgia that were with me during the 
war present, rise and say whether the charges 
are true or not.”’

GLANTON IS GUILTY; 


THE JURY RECOMMEND HIM TO 
THE MERCY OF THE COURT. 


The Negro Rapist Will Probably Serve the 
Limit of the Law for the Crime 
with Which He Was Charged. 


Kit Glanton is guilty. 

That is the verdictof the jury rendered yester- 
day evening. 

The jury went out a few minutes before 6 
o'clock, and was only out about ten minutes when 
a verdict of guilty, with a recommen dation to the 
mercy of the court, was brought in. 

The crime with which Glanton was charged, 
was an assault on aten-year-old negro girl, com- 
mitted on the day of the midsummer festival, last 
July. 

The name of the girl was Minnie Lee Winkfield 
and the crime was one of the most dastardly ever 
committed in the county, jaccording to the state- 
ment of the victim. 

Glanton was arrested and fully identified, and 
the grand jury brought ina true bill indicting 
him for the crime of rape. The case was called 
last week, but was postponed until yesterday. 

Sohcitor Genera] C. D. Hill being engaged in 
supreme court, he delegated Mr, W.P. Hill to act 
in his place as prosecutor. 

Very little trouble was had in securing a jury, 
and the trial was begun yesterday morning. 

Mr. Howell C. Erwin defended the case. The 
evidence for the state was overwhelmingly against 
the prisoner and, despite the able efforts of his 
counsel, Glanton was convicted as above stated. 

The recommendation for mercy saved his neck. 
The penalty in such cases is from one to twenty 
years, and Glantonstands a good showing to get 
the full benefit of the law. 

He is @ brutal looking negro, and all through the 
trial seemed perfectly indifferent as to the result,

THE STOCK MARBET. 
fhe Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, October 20.—The wiping out of } 
the entire surplus of bank reserves again, as 
shown by the statement of Saturday, once more 
brings the monetary question before Wall street 

asasubject for discussion and uneasiness, and 

the cak lation : of the habitues of the street are 
again hinged upon the probability of easy money 
for reverse. It is estimated that the expenditures 
of the government, taken in conjunction with the 
issue of silver certificates from this time on, will 
exceed the amount of funds absorbed by the gov- 
crninent for customs and revenue, but accusations 
of the locking up of money for speculative pur- 
poses by some large interests are heard again, and 
the absorption of over $20,000,000 surplus in so 
short atime, with no speculation of moment, is 
rather surprising. It is assumed that any im- 
provement inthe monetary situation abroad will 
induce the buying of American securities when- 
ever our market gives any encouragement. The 
bank statement had no appreciable effect here on 
Saturday, but foreigners were inclined to think 
that it settled the question as to whether there 
would be any marked improvement here, and the 
market thcre was lower this morning. Reports 
were circulated, also, that there was news in Lon- 
don of further financial difficulties in South 
America, and selling in this market, apparently 
for London account, wasa most influential factor 
in our market today. This selling was ably sec- 
onded by the bear party and room traders, who 
were yronouncedly bearish this morning, and the 
temper.of the market was therefore weak and de- 
clining throughout the day. The market was 
active only in spots, and those spots were where 
the greatest pressure of short stocks was felt. The 
opening tollowed London, all stocks being from \% 
.to 3% per cent lower than Saturday’s closing figures, 
Prices have in early dealings clearly showed a 
vendency to continue the upward movement of 
Saturday, althoush there was little actual strength 
pliown anywhere except in Chicago Gas and North 
Americ.in, but the fact remains that in spite of 
iower London figures and a lower opening, frac- 
tional advances were scored in the first hour. 
Special pressure was brought to bear upon Union 
Pacific, Louisville and Nashville and Atchison, 
however, andthe course of prices was reversed, 
when a new element of weakness appeared in 
Sugar Refineries, in which the piospects of further 
legal impediments to reorganization were made 
most of, to shake out speculative holders of cer- 
tificates. Large amounts of stock changed hands, 
anda decline of 2% per cent was forced in it. 
Btocks of the regular list mentioned with some 
of the Grangers, notably Rock Island and Bur- 
lington, also felt the influence, and scored declines 
from the best figures of the first hour of from 1, to 

5, percent, Inthe meantime, the remainder of 

the list was dull and heavy within exceedingly 
narrow limits, fluctuations being barely sufticient 
to mark the tendency in prices. The downward 
movement, however, was not allowed to lag in 
Jeaders, and ceased only with the close of busi- 
ness, the close being quiet but heavy to weak, at 
pr near the lowest prices of the day in most 
stocks, notwithstanding the tally of 114 per cent 
jn Sugar Refineries, Final changes in most of
